A Day of disgrace for NKNews' 


The Day When 'NKNews' Staked Out and Harassed the KFA UK Picket of the 
south Korean puppet embassy - a trip down memory lane. 


On the 4th of March we, KFA UK, held a successful picket of the south Korean 
puppet embassy to protest against the war exercises of the south Korean puppet 
regime and the increased repression of the south Korean puppets towards 
reunification activists and trade unions. The picket was well received and passers - 
by expressed positive views. 


However, my mind went back to the days of 2013 when our KFA UK picket of the 
south Korean puppet embassy was targeted by the scum of the 'NKNews' gang. In 
November 2013, the fascist puppet ruler of south Korea, the insane Park Geun Hye 
( a devil - worshipper) made a state visit to Britain and was wined and dined by the 
then Tory - Lib Dem government. KFA UK decided to hold a protest outside the 
south Korean puppet embassy against the visit. We planned the protest for the late 
afternoon / early evening. 


When I arrived at the picket it was still light although already the light was 
fading. A few of us had already arrived. Suddenly, out of nowhere two figures 
appeared and walked towards the picket. At first, I thought that they were KFA UK 
members I had not met come to join the picket. As they got nearer I could that 
were middle - class, hipsterish types. I thought to myself they are probably called 
something Josh'or 'Tarquin'or 'Sebastian'. Then one of them spoke: 


'We’re from NKNews, we want to film the picket’ 


Immediately my guard went up for even then, 'NKNews' had a notorious 
reputation for anti - DPRK and anti - KFA propaganda. They had even carried an 
article calling KFA UK ‘useful idiots’. I was stunned by the fact that after heaping 
such vile abuse on KFA UK, they dared to show their faces and almost expected us 
to welcome them to the picket. It turned out that the one who spoke to me was 
none other than Oliver Hotham who was years later to write an article full of lies 
and slanders about both KFA UK and myself. Neither of the pair had Press cards 
and as far I know they were not NUJ members, in other words, not proper 
journalists ('NKNews'is not run by real journalists ). 


Clearly, 'NKNews' was and is a creation of the CIA, the south Korean National 
Intelligence Service ( NIS ) and several Western intelligence services. Who else 
would fund such an outfit? 


I refused to be interviewed by 'VKNews' and so did some other KFA UK members. 
One militant KFA UK member told them that the DPRK is a workers' paradise. The 
'NKNews' staff were trying to finger KFA UK members to find out who they were 
and get them sacked from their jobs. 


Suddenly, a small figure appeared and started filming the picket with a tablet. He 
spoke to Hotham and the other 'VKNews' gang operative. This person turned out to 
be a DPRK ‘defector' ( traitor ) who styled himself Joo Il Kim'( we were later told by 
the DPRK Embassy that this person had stolen the pay of KPA soldiers so left the 
DPRK to avoid justice ). I said to Hotham: 


'You have brought him here, haven’t you?’ 


Hotham denied it lying to my face, such a shameful man! The ‘defector’ run 
around the picket harassing people and also illegally filmed the picket. I was told 
later that in fact, the ‘defector’ had followed and then chased a picketer down the 
street and into a tube station. 'NKNews' were responsible for this. I now realise 
that 'VKNews' had planned to create a physical confrontation at the picket and 
then film it and write a story about it. This is how these people create the so - 
called ‘news' by staging incidents. 


There was one other curious thing. A well - dressed, official - looking middle-aged 
man, appeared out of nowhere and engaged in an intense conversation with 
Hotham and his cohort. Who was the man, we do not know to this day? Maybe he 
was from the Foreign Office or MoD perhaps MI6 or MI5? Someone remarked that 
it looked like he was giving Hotham orders, was he the intel agency handler for the 
'NKNews' gang? 


With hindsight, I now realised that what 'VKNews' were really doing that day was 
trying to break up the KFA UK picket of the south Korean puppet embassy. They 
had probably been paid to do so by the south Koreans. 'VKNews' aim to destroy 
any support or solidarity with People’s Korea. 


No one should have any illusions about 'VKNews’, they are not independent’ but 
an arm of the state, funded by the US and other governments.

the American imperialists in the Fatherland Liberation War 
and can successfully defend themselves to this day' 


The USA is the most developed and powerful country in the imperialist bloc and, 
unlike Korea, had been spared the ravages of World War 2. At the start of the 
Korean War, they had a total population of 148.23 million. In 1953, the military 
expenditure of the USA was 342.2 billion US dollars; in comparison, in the same 
year, the military expenditure of the world power Soviet Union was only 176.1 
billion US dollars ( military expenditure USA and SU adjusted for inflation as of 
2003 ). 


Until 1945, Korea was a colony of Japanese imperialism, which robbed Korea of 
its resources and wealth to enrich itself and prevented the development of an 
independent industry on the peninsula. The southern half of Korea was occupied 
by US imperialism immediately after liberation from Japanese imperialism. Only 5 
years later, the young republic was invaded by US imperialism and 15 of its 
vassals, including militarily very strong imperialist states such as France and 
Britain. The population of the DPRK at the beginning of the war was 11.1 million. 


How can it be then that this young state, still suffering from the consequences of 
decades of colonial oppression, with not even one 14th of the population of the 
biggest aggressor state, wins the war and can defend its sovereignty until today? 


The eternal President KIM IL SUNG once said: 


'The decisive factor that determines the outcome of the war 
is neither weapons nor the numerical superiority of the army, 
but ts the political - moral mindset of the soldiers and people involved in the war' 


That is why the Koreans won the war, although they were outgunned and 
outnumbered many times over, because of the political - moral superiority of their 
soldiers, or to put it in Friedrich Engels' words: 


‘And bear in mind, gentlemen, that the member of such a society 
in the event of a war, which in any case could only occur 
against anti - communist nations, the member of such a society has to defend 
a real fatherland, a real hearth, that he will therefore fight with an enthusiasm, 
with a perseverance, with a bravery before which the machine - like training 
of a modern army must fly apart like chaff; 


Consider what wonders the enthusiasm of the revolutionary armies 
of 1792 to 99 has done, which after all fought only for an illusion, 
for a sham fatherland, and you will have to realise 
what strength an army must be which fights not for an illusion, 
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but for a tangible reality’ 


This strength, which an army fighting for a real fatherland must have, we could 
see in the Fatherland Liberation War' and we can also see today, day after day, as 
the Korean People's Army defends its country from a renewed attack by the US 
imperialists.

In recent months and weeks, we have been watching with concern the rise of 
dangerous trends and tensions on the Korean peninsula, and the increasingly 
negative impact on the international situation, on international security and 
peacekeeping in the Asian region. 


The numerous recent military exercises and maneuvers, as well as the visit of the 
south Korean puppet and a particularly disgusting traitor Yoon Suk Yeol to his 
masters from the US, show that the Yankees and their dependent area in south 
Korea are coordinating and activating a policy aimed at aggravating tension, 
destabilizing the international situation, direct military confrontation with the 
Democratic People's Republic of Korea and jointly waging war against folk Korea. 


A characteristic feature of recent US and south Korean puppet activity has been 
open hostility and threats against the Korean people. From the US side, President 
Joe ‘Sleepy Joe’ Biden threatened People's Korea with nuclear annihilation and this 
-is a statement worthy of international condemnation and shows how big is the- 
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degree of hatred of US imperialism for the socialist People's Korea. The United 
States cannot stand that there is a country that fully opposes yankees hegemony 
in the world and skillfully exposes hostile propaganda that threatens the values of 
true freedom and democracy and the right to live in peace and sovereignty without 
foreign influence and subordination like a vassal created in south Korea. 


All these open threats as last time from hate speech, exercises and military 
maneuvers and provoked military incidents on the DPRK border are actions that 
can be described as playing with fire and dancing on a very thin line that may one 
day break ... 


A dangerous military - political combination, created by the US imperialist in the 
southern part of Korea, together with risky adventurism, carries a serious threat to 
the entire world. In its political stupidity expressed in the permanent trend of the 
need for world domination by US over other nations and especially over those that 
do not want to submit to the dictatorship of capitalist decay and colonial 
exploitation of societies and resources - the United States is constantly trying to 
lead to armed conflict and impose its influence on the entire Korean Peninsula. 
The US claims to be ‘master and dominant of the world' and ‘guard of freedom and 
democracy ' to spread with capitalist's full of internal contradictions and in deep 
crises, rotten and anti - moral Western culture. It is not only a senseless and 
unrealistic dream, but also an idiotic claim against the free and independent 
Korean nation in the north, an independent country. 


DPRK society, full of the will to unite with the south, observes all these 
disgraceful actions of the imperialists with extraordinary patience and continues to 
stretch out its hand for unification. 


Reunification, but not for the purpose of plundering and destroying the 
revolutionary model of the socialist state in full bloom and development that is 
currently taking place in the DPRK, as the US imperialists would like, but for the 
sovereignty and independently live on the international world arena under banner 
of socialism. The only political system guarantees the abolition of the exploitation 
of man by man, social inequalities and class divisions for rich and poor with full 
economic and social development for the growth of strength and independence of a 
state that is not a foreign colony like south Korea. 


Stopping over the case of southern Korea, it is worth realizing the nature of this 
state artificially created by the Yankee imperialist forces. This artificially created 
state named ‘south Korea’, we are dealing with an American occupation in fact. It is 
a country without independence and its own sovereignty. US occupation in south 
Korea manifests itself in the stationing of foreign troops and military bases and the 
dictates of American imperialism and subservience in all spheres of activity that a 
normal state occupies. The stationing of foreign troops on the territory of another 
state is a basic element of occupation and limitation of that state's sovereignty. In 
the case of south Korea, we are dealing with an even greater face of the American 
occupation expressed in the imposition of a policy aimed at creating and escalating 
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conflicts with its northern neighbor, imposing an aggressive foreign policy and 
imposition a capitalist socio - economic system taken from US with exploitation by 
their foreign capital or compradors. 


The dangerous actions of the American military regime and its south Korea 
puppets can end very badly. People's Korea has its patience at a very high level, 
which it has presented more than once and still maintains. All provocations and 
brazen pokes, Korea of Juche always tried to keep to safe actions responses 
involving a minimum of force approach. It is also a peace - loving and non - 
conflict country, unlike the US. 


The US and their south Korea puppets have started a dangerous game. It 
requires not only condemnation but also vigilance and decisive opposition from all 
peace - loving nations, from all responsible political forces for whom peace, 
international security and national independence are at stake. 


Democratic People's Republic of Korea faced with current situation and 
increasing of hostility will take such steps as will be necessary and dictated by the 
evolving situation as Kim Yo Jong, vice department director of the Central 
Committee of the Workers’ Party of Korea, made public the following stand through 
the Korean Central News Agency on April 28th: 


',.. This time we reconfirmed the hostility 
of the rulers and military warmongers 
of Washington and Seoul 
towards our country, 
which cannot be interpreted otherwise and has become too obvious. 


This opportunity gave us a clear answer as 
to what we should do in the future 
and for what we should be fully prepared ..' 


'... We know exactly what we are supposed to do ...' 


' The stronger the exercise of our right to self - defence 
will become in direct proportion to them ...' 


No one should doubt that the nation of Peoples Korea, possessing immense 
patience and nerves of steel along with powerful means of deterring aggression, 
will not succumb to provocations and will be able to defend themselves, but the 
effect of such defense will be tragic for US imperialism... In the event of a direct 
attack on the sovereignty and independence of the People's Korea, the impetus and 
fury of the Korean People's Army will have no limits, and the world will see such 
power and speed of complete military destruction of its enemies as it has never 
seen before. 


Every independent country has the right and even a moral duty to defend its 
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existence and its independence and DPRK is not an exception.

‘The Truth about ’DEFECTORS” 


In its anti - DPRK propaganda the Western media like to use tales and stories 
from so - called ‘defectors' from the DPRK. In reality the typical ‘defector’ from the 
DPRK is usually an official guilty of corruption or incompetence and flees to the 
south to avoid dismissal or demotion. 


To give some real examples - in the mid - 90s the Daesong Bank of the DPRK, 
the leading foreign trade bank of the DPRK established a small office in London. 
One day one of its 3 staff ‘defected’ to south Korea, he had embezzled £15 million 
of the bank's money ( causing a great amount of damage to the external economy 
of the DPRK ). Needless to say, the British authorities refused a request from the 
DPRK for him to be extradited from south Korea to stand trial in London for fraud. 


Another case was the infamous Hwang. A couple of us met this senile old cretin 
both in London and Pyongyang. We found him lacklustre in the extreme and 
noticed he said odd things like praising the UK public transport system 
( !!?P ).Hwang too had been secretly embezzling money from the International 
Juche Foundation and had worked for south Korea as a double agent for at least 3 


years.

‘Kwangju - the massacre 
that the ‘human rights liberals’ 
do not like to talk about' 


No doubt some people will tell you that People’s Korea is not ‘democratic’ and 
that it is a ‘dictatorship’ but south Korea is ‘democracy’, which is a ‘human rights 
paradise’ etc, etc. These people will not tell you that in fact, south Korea is a 
fascist regime which has carried out terrorism against its people. 


Forty - three years ago, there took place the Kwangju massacre in south Korea. 
This is something that the pompous ‘human rights' charlatans never mention. The 
city of Kwangju in the south - east of south Korea was drenched in blood by the 
south Korean puppet fascist troops fully backed by the US and operating with the 
approval of the US. 


South Korea had been ruled by puppet fascist dictators such as Synghman Rhee, 
Chang Myon and Park Chung Hee. Park Chung Hee was from the military and the 
son of a Japanese collaborator. Park was notoriously and brazenly corrupt. He 
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became an embarrassment to his US masters and a liability to them. The US 
decided to get rid of Park Chung Hee. On the 27th of October 1979 he was 
assassinated by his own security chief KCIA director Kim Jae Gyu ( this incident is 
humorously portrayed in the south Korean dark comedy The President's Last 
Bang'). Kim Jae Gyu declared that 'the United States is at my back' .On the 12th of 
December 1979, Chun Do Hwan seized power in a military coup. Chun had been 
trained at West Point Academy and he had also been a commander of the south 
Korean armed forces that had been sent to Vietnam to fight on the US side. Chun 
had carried out atrocities against the Vietnamese people. 


On May 17th 1980 Chun declared martial law and arrested opposition figures not 
to mention student activists. On the 18th of May, the citizens of Kwangju city, 
south Jolla province rose up against marital law. The south Korean puppet regime 
responded with the utmost ferocity. They sent in paratroops, helicopters and 
tanks. With the permission of the US - note south Korea did not have operational 
command over its own armed forces at the time ( and still does not have full 
operational control ) this rested with the commander of the US armed forces - front 
- line troops from 20th division of the south Korean were moved away from the 
frontline to Kwangju city. This shows the falsity of the oft - repeated ‘north Korean 
threat’ and ‘communist invasion' propaganda. Instead of fighting the DPRK the 
south Korean puppet army fought the south Korean people. The US also sent the 
warship USS Coral Sea to south Korea to be on standby to assist the south Korean 
armed forces in the suppression of the Kwangju massacre. It is said that the US 
directly participated in the massacre. 


The south Korean puppet troops committed all sorts of atrocities such as 
bayoneting pregnant women. There are reports that the south Korean puppet 
troops were high on drugs and alcohol. Tanks, flamethrowers and helicopters were 
used against the Kwangju citizens. A total of 5,000 people were killed and 14,000 
injured. Of course, this was not the first massacre in south Korea and probably 
not the last. In 1948 up to 75,000 people were killed on Jeju island by south 
Korean puppet troops and US troops. In the late 1940s in the run - up to the 
Korean War 100, OOO people were massacred by the south Korean puppets and 
during the war itself up to 1 million were killed by the US and south Korean 


puppets. 


South Korea is a corrupt fascist regime drenched with the blood of the south 
Korean people. 


Do not forget the people of Kwangju, 
do not forget that south Korea is a puppet fascist regime !

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‘On The 45th Anniversary of the Founding Congress 
of the International Institute of the Juche Idea' 


The 1960s and 1970s were a time when the forces of socialism and anti - 
imperialism were gathering strength and were going on the offensive. Throughout 
Asia, Africa, and Latin America the parties and movements that aspired after 
national liberation made tangible progress. Interpretations of Marxism - Leninism 
current during those decades were limited in their applicability, there were either 
of a right opportunist or leftist nature. As is known the two major centres of 
international socialism, the USSR and Peoples China, the CPSU, and the CPC were 
at loggerheads in the 1960s over questions of Marxist theory, and revolutionary 
movements had to choose one way or the other in this dispute. 


Socialist Korea and its ruling party, the Workers' Party of Korea, trial blazed a path 
of innovative socialist development avoiding the pitfalls of revisionism and 
dogmatism. This was due primarily to the Juche Idea. The diversity of forms in the 
struggle for national and social liberation was a theme of the 1960s and 70s. A 
pressing necessity for those involved in the fight to overcome the old social order 
and build a new society. The number of those in different parts of the world 
studying the Juche Idea grew in number and scope. Motivated by a need for an 
organized study of Juche, a Group for the Study of the Works of Comrade Kim IL 
Sung was established on April 15th, 1969 in Mali. It was fitting that the very first 
Juche Idea Study Group was formed in Mali, with the African continent being at 
the forefront of the anti - imperialist struggle. 


Throughout the 1970s, the Juche Idea Study Groups came to be founded in 
many countries of Africa, Asia, Latin America, and Europe. International seminars 
on the Juche Idea began to be organized at the start of the 70s, with these 
conferences being held in Beirut, ( December 1971 ), in Lome ( October 1974 ), in 
Antananarivo ( September 1976 ), and in Pyongyang ( September 1977 ). At all 
these global gatherings of the Juche Idea adherents, a common thread developed, 
the call for an international body to be established to guide and coordinate 
activities on a regional and worldwide basis. A nine - member organizing 
committee to facilitate the initiative for an international institute had been formed 
after the 1977 Pyongyang seminar. 


On April 9th, 1978, in Tokyo, Japan the inaugural congress of the International 
Institute of the Juche Idea took place. Present at the congress were 800 attendees, 
delegates from 10 countries, and delegations from 130 Juche Idea Study Groups. 
Professor Kaoru Yasui of Hosei University was elected by Congress as the Director 
- General of the IIJI. 


In the first part of the declaration, it is mentioned that the history of humanity is 
the chronicle of the struggle for independence. That in other words, the popular 
masses desire an independent existence, a true life without oppression and 
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exploitation. In the second part of the declaration, it is stressed that the Juche 
Idea created by President Kim IL Sung is a guiding idea, theory, and method of 
revolution. The Juche Idea according to the declaration is a revolutionary doctrine 
formulated within the revolutionary practice. It is an ideological and theoretical 
summing up of the protracted historical struggle of the working masses for 
emancipation. The declaration gave a comprehensive explanation of the Juche 
Idea, such as its philosophical principles, and its independent and creative stand. 
In practical terms, the concepts of independence in politics, self-sufficiency in the 
economy, and self-reliance in defence. It is when the Juche Idea is applied to the 
reality that the popular masses can free themselves from subjugation and become 
the masters of society. The declaration in its third part refers to the Juche Idea 
spreading far and wide. Mention is made of the tremendous significance of the 
Juche Idea's creation meant the fulfillment of the historical task longed by 
mankind for centuries, to achieve independence, creativity, and consciousness. 
Proclaiming to the international community the inauguration of the IIJI has been 
announced for increasing the study of the Juche Idea. 


Forty - five years after its inauguration the IIJI has been at the vanguard of the 
Juche research and dissemination. Many international, regional, and national 
seminars were organized in various nations by the IIJI. The HJI has been 
instrumental in assisting and consolidating the work of the national Juche Idea 
Study Groups. We in the British Group for the Study of the Juche Idea had the 
privilege of attending many seminars held by the IIJI over the years, particularly 
memorable was the World Juche Idea Congress in April 2012. It was with immense 
affection that our study group members recall meetings with the IJI Secretary- 
General Ogami Kenichi, Professor Edmond Jouve, and of course, with the 
renowned Vishwanath ( who had been for several decades the Director - General of 
the IIJI ). A great deal has been accomplished by the IIJI in these four and half 
decades. In keeping with the innovative spirit of Juche, the IIJI should keep 
abreast of developments in technology and social/cultural changes. The methods 
of working which were appropriate in the 1980s may not be advantageous for the 
2020s, the IJJI may have to avoid slipping into inertia and repeating the old 
formulas. It is hoped that IIJI should take note of the new forms of social 
movements and political activism so as to engage with them. In every kind of social 
media, the IIJI should become the go - to place for Juche dissemination and 
information for the younger generations. 


Wishing the IIJI, the Regional Juche Study Societies, and the Juche Idea 
adherents further success on this significant 45th anniversary of the International 
Institute of the Juche Idea. There is more than ever a pressing demand for the 
Juche Idea and the inspiration provided by this ideology in the realization of the 
ideals of independence, anti - imperialism, and socialism. Let us redouble our 
efforts in the promotion and study of the Great Juche Idea!!

Expansion of U.S. - led War Drills for Aggression, 
Is Trigger for Driving Situation on Korean Peninsula, 
to Point of Explosion 


Choe Ju Hyon, an international security analyst, released the following article 
titled: ‘Expansion of th:e U.S - led war drills of aggression is a trigger for driving the 
situation on the Korean peninsula to the point of explosion' on April 6: 


The reckless military confrontational hysteria of the U.S. and its followers against 
the DPRK is driving the situation on the Korean peninsula to an irreversible 
catastrophe. 


The U.S. kicked off different largest - ever joint military drills against the DPRK 
simultaneously despite the latter's repeated grave warnings, pushing the security 
situation of the Korean peninsula to the brink of a nuclear war. Against this 
backdrop, the U.S. staged joint naval drills with Japan and south Korea on April 3 
and 4. 


The U.S. - led allied forces were busy with an anti - submarine warfare drill anda 
search and rescue drill in the waters around the Korean peninsula to stoke an 
atmosphere of confrontation with the DPRK. The U.S. nuclear carrier Nimitz, Aegis 
destroyers Wayne E. Meyer and Decatur, and warships of Japan and south Korea 
were involved in the drills. 


The hostile forces unhesitatingly make threatening remarks against the DPRK, 
saying that the drill, which was hosted to improve the allied capabilities for coping 
with the underwater threat from north Korea, promoted the strengthening of the 
allied deterrence and security cooperation. 


Now the international community unanimously hopes that the dark clouds of a 
nuclear war hanging over the Korean peninsula will be removed as early as 
possible and peace and stability brought to the fore. 


Nevertheless, the U.S. and its followers have pushed the situation on the Korean 
peninsula to an extremely critical phase, steadily escalating the intensity and scale 
of the joint military drills under different codenames, since the outset of this year. 


The U.S. has staged more than tens of war drills for aggression, including the 
longest - ever Freedom Shield joint military exercises and the largest - ever 
Ssangyong joint landing drills, to attack and occupy the inviolable DPRK since 
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March. By staging the tripartite joint naval drills with Japan involved again, the 
U.S. has betrayed it's disgusting true colors as the chief culprit of escalating 
tensions on the Korean peninsula and the cancer - like entity threatening regional 
security and global peace before the very eyes of the world. 


More than 200 big and small countries exist on the globe and each country 
stages military drills according to its right to self - defence. But there is no such 
military drill as the U.S. and its vassal forces’ anti - DPRK war drills which 
continue all the year round, day after day and month after month, with the 
involvement of huge war hardware specifically targeted on a country. 


For the U.S. - led joint military drills, hundreds of thousands of allied troops, 
which are huge enough to fight an all - out war, and core strategic assets termed 
ultra - modern are deployed around not so large Korean peninsula. Such war 
rehearsal is an unprecedented one without parallel in the world in terms of its 
bellicose nature, scale and intensity. 


Witnessing such dreary situation prevailing in the Korean peninsula, anyone with 
common sense and reason can easily notice who the arch criminal escalating 
tension is and what the malignant factor of bringing the fiery clouds is. 


As unanimously recognized by the international community, the U.S. and its 
vassal forces' frantic joint military drills have turned the Korean peninsula into a 
huge powder magazine which can be detonated any moment, and the vicinity of 
the Korean peninsula into a firing range exclusive to the U.S. imperialist 
aggressors and a world-class exhibition of strategic weapons.

Expansion of NATO Brings New Disaster: 
International Affairs Analyst 


Kim Yu Chol, an international affairs analyst released the following article titled 
‘Expansion of NATO brings new disaster’ on April 7: 


Finland in Northern Europe officially joined the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization ( NATO ) on April 4 with the approval of its 30 member states. 


As already known, NATO promised not to pursue its expansion targeted at Russia 
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even an inch after the dissolution of the former Soviet Union. But this aggressive 
military bloc broke that promise and further scaled itself up by accepting 14 East 
European and Baltic nations as its member states on five occasions from 1999 to 
2020. 


By granting Finland membership, NATO has reneged again on the firm 
commitment’ it made before Russia and the world, the sixth of its brazen - faced 
dishonesty. 


Angry Russia strongly reacts to it, saying if Nordic countries join NATO, they will 
find themselves on the forefront of Russia - NATO showdown, being exposed to a 
tit - for - tat threat from Russia. 


Finland's admission to NATO resulted in an increase of the length of Russia's 
border with NATO from 1 200 km to 2 500 km. Moreover, the Baltic Sea linking 
Russia to the Atlantic has turned into a ‘sea of NATO’. In the light of this fact, 
Russia's reaction is natural. Time flies along with the arrival of new eras, but the 
U.S. remains unchanged in its black - hearted aim to strangle its strategic rival 
permanently and establish a unipolar world under its control by maintaining the 
worn - out military and political alliance. 


To gratify its endless ambition, the U.S. seeks to tighten its control over its junior 
allies in Asia and inveigle them into realizing its wild dream for dominating the 
world by establishing Asian - version NATOs like AUKUS and QUAD. NATO 
continues its busy advance toward the Asia - Pacific region this year as it did last 
year. We know well who stands behind this movement and what dangerous 
strategic scenario lurks behind it. 


Recently, Japan and south Korean puppets are working hard to find themselves 
in the shade of NATO. This provokes concern that another ‘Ukrainian crisis' might 
break out in the Asia - Pacific region. 


As illustrated by the present Ukrainian situation, any country NATO's tentacles 
reach is surely torn by armed conflicts and war that cause bloodshed. 


Herein lies the gravity of the expansion of the war machine NATO. 


A bad beginning makes a worse ending. The U.S. ill - advised strategy to build 
global NATO' beyond the boundary of its courtyard called North Atlantic is a 
pipedream that will end in self - destruction. Some countries in the Asia - Pacific 
region trying to jump the queue for the NATO - bound train ticket should bear in 
mind that NATO is by no means a ‘cradle of happiness’ but the frontline trench to 


be used by the U.S. as its primary bullet shield and cannon fodder.

AUKUS Disrupts 
International Nuclear Non - proliferation System 
and Sparks off Arms Race 


An international affairs analyst, Ri Jong Su, on Friday released the following 
article entitled: 'AUKUS crumbles international Nuclear Non - Proliferation system 
and sparks off arms race’. 


Recently the U.S. made public that it decided to sell 220 Tomahawk cruise 
missiles worth 895 million US$ to be mounted on destroyers and future Virginia - 
class attack nuclear - powered submarines of Australia. Britain also made it 
known that 3 billion pounds out of 5 billion pounds of defence spending to be 
additionally expended for the coming two years will be allocated to AUKUS. 


On March 13, the U.S. president and British and Australian prime ministers 
released a joint statement at the San Diego naval base in California of the U.S., the 
home port for the U.S. Pacific Fleet, to the effect that Australia will establish 8- 
nuclear - powered sub team with the investment of 245 billion US$, under 
cooperation with the U.S. and Britain, by 2055. 


The nature of AUKUS is becoming clear as a product of ‘new Cold War'. 
Wrecker of International Nuclear Non - Proliferation System 


According to the AUKUS nuclear submarine cooperation plan made public by the 
three leaders, the U.S. and British nuclear submarines will start regular entry into 
Australian port from 2023 and 2026 and they will be put under rotational 
deployment from 2027. From the early 2030s the U.S. will reportedly build three 
Virginia-class nuclear submarines to sell to Australia and when necessary 
additionally sell two more. It is also said that particularly it will officially hand over 
new SSN - AUKUS nuclear submarines jointly built with the introduction of ultra - 
modern technology of the three countries based on the British design, to Britain by 
the end of the 2030s and to Australia by the beginning of the 2040s. 


The transfer of weapon-grade highly enriched uranium to non - nuclear state 
Australia by the U.S. and Britain, nuclear weapons states and signatories to the 
Nuclear Non - Proliferation Treaty, becomes apparent nuclear proliferation act. 
This is unanimous comment of the unbiased international community. 


However, the U.S., Britain and Australia insist that the contested submarines are 
not loaded with nuclear warhead missiles and, therefore, do not contravene the 


international nuclear non-proliferation system. 


Lurking behind this is the U.S. arrogance that the world's only superpower can do 
whatever it is determined, and the blind belief of the vassal states. 
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The arrogance and over - confidence of the U.S. as the world's first user of 
nuclear weapons and the world's biggest nuclear weapons state have reached the 
state of issuing a free pass to the nuclear club for those countries ‘close to it in 
terms of race and kindred’ and which follow it. This leads to a big hole in the 
international nuclear non - proliferation system. 


If this state is allowed, it is not hard to predict that either the U.S. hands over to 
Australia a nuclear missile - loaded submarine or there can happen anytime such 
‘big thing' of Australia misusing highly enriched uranium whose original purpose is 
to be used for nuclear submarine. 


Making public this plan, the U.S. president remarked 'This first project is only 
beginning’, which meant the expansion of AUKUS with other allies besides Britain 
and Australia in mind. 


There is ample possibility for the AUKUS to be expanded to ‘other like - minded 
states' of the U.S. such as Japan and Canada which are so much envious of 
Australia's ‘windfall’. In this case the international nuclear non - proliferation 
system will remain just in name only. 


The situation shows that the U.S. oft - repeated international nuclear non- 
proliferation system is a tool for strengthening the exclusive nuclear weaponization 
of the U.S. and its allies. 


Seed of New Arms Race. 


The end of the Cold War that came along with the disbandment of the former 
Soviet Union brought new trouble to the U.S. 


China, Russia, South Africa, Brazil and other newly developing big powers 
emerged fast and the multi - polarization has become a world trend that cannot be 
ignored. This urged the U.S. to look for ways of maintaining its hegemonic position 
in increasing military expenditure and triggering off new Cold War. 


The recent transaction for arming Australia with nuclear - powered submarines 
will reportedly cost a total of 245 billion US$, which will naturally stoke arms race 
worldwide, to say nothing of Asia - Pacific. 


No country in the Asia - Pacific region eyes Australia situated in the middle of the 
ocean far away from it. 


It is up to the Australian prime minister to explain taxpayers of his country about 
the squandering of fund running at an astronomical figure for the unnecessary 
purchase of the nuclear - powered submarines. But giving an understandable 
answer to Asia - Pacific countries about the reason behind the escalation of 
tension, creation of instability and triggering of arms race is unavoidable 
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responsibility of the heads of the AUKUS states. 


The situation proves that increased military expenditure by the U.S. and its allies 
has been the cause of regional or worldwide arms races in the last century and the 
present century. 


The U.S. commenced Freedom Shield joint military drill simulating an all-out war 
against the DPRK from March 13 and staged the largest - ever Ssangryong 
combined landing drill with the involvement of nuclear carrier Nimitz strike group 
from March 20 to April 3, after five - year hiatus. It, at the same time, puts extreme 
military pressure on the DPRK, pushing the situation on the Korean Peninsula to 
the threshold of a nuclear war.What can not be overlooked is the criticism against 
the DPRK made at confabs of the AUKUS heads held across the Pacific, timed to 
coincide with those exercises. 


The British prime minister said: 


‘Russia's illegal invasion of Ukraine, China's growing assertiveness, 
the destabilising behaviour of Iran and North Korea 
all threaten to create a world defined by danger, 
disorder, and division, in a bid to justify the necessity’ of AUKUS. 


Noting that the AUKUS will contribute to the regional peace and stability, 
a high - ranking official of the U.S. State Department said that 
’We've seen a growth in challenges across the region 
posed by a host of countries, from the PRC to Russia 
to North Korea and elsewhere. 


And again, these challenges are not limited just to the Indo - Pacific, but beyond' 


This indicates that AUKUS submarines can emerge in any places essential for 
maintaining the U.S. hegemonic position whether it is the South Sea of China or 
the waters off the Korean Peninsula. 


Britain sent more than 40 Royal marines to Ssangryong combined landing drill 
targeting ‘occupation of Pyongyang’ and Australia took part as an observer. This 
proves that AUKUS can be misused for the U.S. new aggression war attempt on 
the Korean Peninsula. The security environment in the Asia - Pacific region daily 
exacerbating due to the U.S. and its vassal forces proves that the bolstered nuclear 
war deterrence of the DPRK is a fundamental guarantee for maintaining regional 


peace and stability and the balance of power.

Kim Jong Un, general secretary of the Workers' Party of Korea and president of

- fire of the new - type ICBM on the spot. 


The aim of the test-fire was to confirm the performance of the high - thrust solid - 
fuel engines for multi - stage missiles and the reliability of the stage-jettisoning 
technology and various functional control systems and to estimate the military 
feasibility of the new strategic weapon system. 


In consideration of the security of the neighboring countries and the safety of the 
multi - stage - separation of the missile during its flight in the territorial air, the 
test fire was conducted in the way of applying the standard trajectory flying mode 
to its first stage and the vertical mode to the second and third stages, and of 
confirming the technological features of all the components of the weapon system 
by restricting the maximum speed of the missile through delayed stage separation 
and motor reactivation. 


Kim Jong Un learned about the new weapon system on the spot while watching 
the pre - launch operation. 


The launching site, which was to witness once again an important event of great 
significance in the history of the development of the strategic force of the DPRK 
under the direct guidance of Kim Jong Un, was seething with the burning will of all 
the defence scientists and workers in the field of munitions industry to inform the 
whole world of the emergence of another powerful nuclear attack means of the 
DPRK and demonstrate the reliable nuclear war deterrence of the state. 

Ready for test - fire! 


When Kim Jong Un approved the test - fire of the new - type strategic weapon, 
General Jang Chang Ha ordered the second red flag company under the General 
Missile Bureau to launch the missile.

The moment, a great entity fully representing the irresistible might of the DPRK 
began to soar into the sky with fierce flames at its tail, making a thunderous roar. 


The test - fire had no adverse effect on the security of the neighboring countries. 
Its first stage safely landed in the waters 10 km off the Hodo Peninsula in Kumya 
County, South Hamgyong Province and the second stage in the waters 335 km 
east of Orang County, North Hamgyong Province. 


The test - fire confirmed that all the parameters of the new strategic weapon 
system fully met the requirements of the design in terms of accuracy, providing 
guarantee and creditability that the new - type ICBM would serve as a powerful 
strategic attack means of greater military efficiency. 


The 'Hwasongpho - 18' weapon system, to be equipped with and operated by the 
strategic force of the DPRK under the long - term plan for building the state 
nuclear force, will perform its important mission and duty as the most powerful, 
pivotal and principal means in defending the DPRK, deterring aggression and 
defending the security of the state. 


Kim Jong Un expressed great satisfaction at the eye - opening successes while 
guiding the test - fire. He was pleased with the fact that the DPRK has clearly 
proved once again the tremendous potentiality and reality of its defence technology 
further developing as the days go by and powerfully demonstrated its unshakable 
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determination and practical ability to attain the goal for bolstering up the armed 
forces. 

He noted that it is the consistent stand of the Workers' Party of Korea and the 
DPRK government to steadily and rapidly accelerate the development of more 
developed and advanced powerful weapon system to cope with the ever - worsening 
security environment of the Korean peninsula and long - term military threats.

Reconnaissance Bureau of the Korean People's Army.

Going round the space science research institute, the space environment test 
center and other places, he learned in detail about the work for fulfilling the 
immediate scientific research tasks set forth by the Party's far-reaching space-

He also called on the educational and scientific research units at all levels to 
establish a system of actively participating in the development of application 
satellites of various uses, increase state investment for promoting the development 
of space science and technology, produce standardized and reliable carrier rockets 
on a full scale in step with the accelerated development of various satellites, and 
successfully build satellite launching sites reflecting the ideal and ambition for 
building a space power. 


He recalled that in the light of the present situation, in which the U.S. 
imperialists are deploying nuclear carriers, nuclear strategic bombers and other 
huge strategic assets of various missions on a permanent basis on the Korean 
peninsula and its vicinity to turn south Korea into an advanced base for 
aggression and an arsenal for war, and of the prospective concern that the military 
actions of the U.S. and south Korea threatening the sovereignty and territorial 
integrity of the DPRK under the pretext of the allied readiness would get more 
undisguised, the Eighth Congress of the WPK specified it as the most important 
and prerequisite task for building up the national defence capabilities of the 
country to have access to the space reconnaissance capability for securing real - 
time information about the hostile forces' military scenario and moves in the five - 
point major goals for developing the national defence capabilities.

tackling of the long-term threats. 


As the U.S. and south Korea are scheming to further tighten their military 
posture against the DPRK under the pretext of ‘offer of extended deterrence’ and 
‘strengthened south Korea - U.S. alliance’, as evidenced by their most hostile 
rhetoric and explicit action this year, it is quite natural for the DPRK to develop its 
military deterrence strong enough to cope with the serious security environment at 
present and in the future, he said, adding that possessing and operating military 
reconnaissance means is the most crucial primary task for increasing the military 
effectiveness and utility of different war deterrence means of the DPRK in doing so. 


He set forth the militant task to organize a non - permanent satellite - launching 
preparatory committee to make sure that the military reconnaissance satellite No. 
1 completed as of April will be launched at the planned date, speed up its final 
preparations and firmly establish the satellite intelligence - gathering capability by 
deploying several reconnaissance satellites on different orbits in succession in the 
future.

Choe Son Hui, foreign minister of the Democratic People's Republic of Korea 
released a press statement on April 21. 


It reads: 


T clarify the following stand as regards the fact 
that G7 foreign ministers made public a ‘joint statement’ 
full of extremely interventionist and improper contents, 
malignantly pulling up the DPRK over the legitimate exercise of its sovereignty. 


G7 has neither authority nor qualification to say this 
or that about the DPRK's exercise of its sovereignty and its national status. 


The measures the DPRK has so far taken to bolster up 
its military capabilities for self - defence constitute 
a just exercise of its sovereignty to deter threat 
from the unstable security environment caused by the reckless 
and provocative military maneuvers of the U.S. and its allies, 
defend the sovereignty and territorial integrity of the country 
and control and manage the situation on the Korean peninsula in a stable way. 


We will continue to take action measures based on all legal rights 
granted to a sovereign state until the military threat 
posed by the U.S. and its allied forces hostile toward us 
is completely removed and the hostile surrounding environment 
harassing the independent existence and development 
of our country ts put to a definite end. 


The DPRK's position as a nuclear weapons state 
is not a thing granted or recognized by anyone 
but was established along with the existence of the actual nuclear deterrence 
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and fixed by the law on the state nuclear force policy 
adopted to the unanimous will of all the Korean people. 


G7 urges us to completely and irreversibly dismantle our nukes’, 
saying that the DPRK cannot have the status 
of a nuclear weapons state according to the NPT. 


This ts just the most absurd and illegal interference in the internal affairs 
of the DPRK to force it into flouting its sacred state law. 


Explicitly speaking, 
it is the essence of the DPRK's access to nuclear weapons 
that it was compelled to have access to nukes 
literally to defend itself from the U.S. threat, 
not to be recognized by others. 


The position of the DPRK as a nuclear weapons state 
will remain as an undeniable and stark reality - no matter that the U.S. 
and the West would not recognize it for a hundred or a thousand years. 


It is anachronistic to think that the right to 
and capability for nuclear strike is exclusive to Washington. 


We will never seek any recognition and approval from anyone 
as we are satisfied with our access to the strength for a tit - for - tat 
strike against the U.S. nuclear threat. 


The U.S. and the West have no right to say 
this or that about the DPRK's position as a nuclear weapons state, 
and it will never change no matter what they say. 


What should change now is not the DPRK but the U.S., 
and the U.S. should bear in mind that its security 
can be guaranteed only when it completely roots out its hostile policy 
toward the DPRK. 


The position of the DPRK as a world - class nuclear power 
is final and irreversible. 


G7, a closed group of a handful of egoistic countries, 
does not represent the just international community 
but serves as a political tool for ensuring the U.S. hegemony. 


We make it clear that we don't have any interest in what G7 does 
but if it shows any behavioral attempt to infringe upon the sovereignty 
and fundamental interests of the DPRK, 
it will be completely deterred by strong counteraction. 
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Taking this opportunity, 
I courteously remind the G7 foreign ministers once again 
that the DPRK is free from any NPT obligations 
as it legally withdrew from the treaty 20 years ago 
in accordance with the withdrawal procedures 
specified in Article 10 of NPT'

The 'Washington Declaration’ fabricated by the U.S. and south Korean authorities 
is a typical product of their extreme anti - DPRK hostile policy reflecting the most 
hostile and aggressive will of action. As such, it will only result in making peace 
and security of Northeast Asia and the world be exposed to more serious danger, 
and it is an act that can thus never be welcomed. 


The formation of ‘Nuclear Consultative Group’, the regular and continuous 
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deployment of U.S. nuclear strategic assets, and the frequent military exercises 
made the regional politico-military situation unable to extricate itself from the 
currents of instability. This provides us with an environment in which we are 
compelled to take more decisive action in order to deal with the new security 
environment. 


Another thing that we cannot let pass nor overlook is the fact that the chief 
executive of the enemy state officially and personally used the word ‘the end of 
regime’ under the eyes of the world. 


Would we simply regard it as the man’s senility? 


It may be taken as a nonsensical remark from the person in his dotage who is not 
at all capable of taking the responsibility for security and the future of the U.S., an 
old man with no future, as it is too much for him to serve out two - year remainder 
of his office term. 


But when we consider that this expression was personally used by the president 
of the U.S., our most hostile adversary, it is threatening rhetoric for which he 
should be prepared for far too great an after - storm that will not be easy for us to 
deliver. 


Obsessed with overconfidence in strength, he was too miscalculating and 
irresponsibly brave. 


This time we reconfirmed the hostility of the rulers and military warmongers of 
Washington and Seoul towards our country, which cannot be interpreted 
otherwise and has become too obvious. This opportunity gave us a clear answer as 
to what we should do in the future and for what we should be fully prepared. 


So serious is the development of the situation. 


Yoon Suk Yeol, this time again, said that he will build the capability of 
overwhelming response including ‘south Korea’s three - axis defence system' and 
adopt the punitive posture. He also made it clear that the ‘south Korea'- U.S. joint 
exercises and training will be more intensive. 


It would be a bit hard to understand the mentality of such a fool that is so 
grateful for getting a nominal ‘declaration’ as an ‘offering’ from the U.S. and 
expresses ‘his absolute trust in the U.S. firm commitment to the extended deterrence’. 
However, we will keep watching to what extent he will go testing his mettle, putting 
the security into crisis with his incompetence. 


The pipe dream of the U.S. and south Korea will henceforth be faced with the 
entity of more powerful strength. 


We are convinced once again of the fact that the enhancement of the nuclear war 
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deterrent, especially the second mission of the nuclear war deterrent, should be 
brought to further perfection. 


We know exactly what we are supposed to do. 


The more the enemies are dead set on staging nuclear war exercises, and the 
more nuclear assets they deploy in the vicinity of the Korean peninsula, the 
stronger the exercise of our right to self - defence will become in direct proportion 


to them.

Mausoleum of King Tangun situated at the foot of Mt Taebak 
in Munhung-ri, Kangdong County, Pyongyang 


The mausoleum of King Tangun, the founding father of the Korean nation, is 
situated at the foot of Mt Taebak in Munhung - ri, Kangdong County on the 
outskirts of Pyongyang, the capital city of the Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea. 


Tangun established Ancient Joson ( early 30 century BC - 108 BC ), the first 
state in the history of Korea. 


Covering a total area of 45 hectares, the mausoleum consists of the section of the 
monument to its renovation and the one of stone sculptures and the central 
section. 

Inside the coffin chamber there are the coffins of Tangun and his wife. 

As the mausoleum contains elements showing the cultural, political, economic 
and military might of Ancient Joson and is based on the traditional form of the 
tomb of the Korean nation, it is regarded as a cultural asset replete with national 


character. 


It was renovated in 1994.

Before and after August 1, 1930, international peace day, the factionalists of the 
M-L group again caused a reckless revolt in the areas along the Jilin-Dunhua 
railway, having failed to learn a lesson from the failure of the May 30 Uprising. 


The revolt placed a serious difficulty in the path of our revolution. A few 
organizations which had gone deep underground after the May 30 Uprising were 
exposed to the enemy. The organizations which we had gone to such pains to restore 
by touring different places after our release from prison were again dealt a blow and 
destroyed. Fine leading-core elements in different parts of Manchuria were arrested 
en masse and executed. The enemy also got another good excuse for slandering 
communism and suppressing the communist movement. No particular explanation is 
necessary as to what a great help the revolt was to the racial alienation policy of the 
Japanese imperialists. Because of the two revolts the Koreans completely lost credit 
with the Chinese people. It was only later, through the guerrilla war, that we were 
able to restore our credit. 


The Koreans in east Manchuria gradually began to be awakened to the danger of 
Left adventurism through the August 1 Uprising and to look on the factionalists and 
flunkeyists who had driven the masses into such a reckless uprising with disfavour 
and alarm. 


We immediately dispatched political workers to the areas swept by the revolt in 
order to prevent the revolutionary masses from again being duped by the 
factionalists’ propaganda. 


I decided to go to Dunhua via Jilin and spend a short time restoring the 
organizations there. 


In Jilin I found the atmosphere to be as terrible as it had been immediately after 
the May 30 Uprising. 


Several times a day I went in disguise to visit those who had been involved in the 
organization, Jilin station, the city gates and the crossroads were all enemy 
checkpoints. The secret agents of the Japanese consulate wandered the streets 
searching for Korean revolutionaries. Because the nationalist movement was on a 
decline the enemy placed cordons in various places to arrest the young people 
engaged in the communist movement rather than chasing the heads of the 
Independence Army as they had done at the time of the An Chang Ho incident. 


I was angry at the thought that it was difficult to see familiar faces in the streets 
of Jilin which had previously been astir with the struggle against the Jilin- 
Hoeryong railway project. 


When parting from me, my comrades had advised me not to stay for long 
in Jilin and to hurry to Hailong, Qingyuan or somewhere else. Nevertheless, it was 
not easy for me to leave Jilin. When I thought that I had worked hard day and night

to clear a new way for the revolution there for three years, it was not easy for me to 
turn towards another place. If I had not taken such pains to make the revolution, 
even being imprisoned, I might not have felt so much affection for the city. A man 
naturally likes a place where he has worked heart and soul. 


Fortunately I met a comrade who had been engaged in the work of the Young 

Communist League and he told me the whereabouts of several organization 
members. I gathered them together and told them not to expose any more 
organization members and, for the time being, bring underground such legitimate 
organizations as the Association of Korean Children in Jilin and the Ryugil 
Association of Korean Students in Jilin. 


I discussed with them measures for implementing the line of the Kalun Meeting. I 
gave the most reliable comrades the assignment of restoring the revolutionary 
organizations, and I sent them to the areas assigned to them. 


I decided to leave Jilin. I had too much work to do. While I was handling affairs 
in Jilin, I ardently desired to go to east Manchuria and restore the wrecked 
organizations there. 


I decided to go to Qingyuan or Hailong and take refuge at the houses of some 
Chinese comrades for the time being and then eliminate the aftereffects of the revolt 
by touring the areas that had been seriously ravaged by the enemy. If I were to go to 
Hailong and Qingyuan I would be able to establish contact with Choe Chang Gol 
whom I had not met since the Kalun Meeting and, together with him, explore the 
route to south Manchuria. The area around Liuhe was where Choe Chang Gol was 
conducting his activities. 


Choe Chang Gol had formed some basic party organizations and was extending the 
YCLK, AIYL and other mass organizations, touring the Liuhe, Hailong and Qingyuan 
areas. The revolutionary movement in these areas was suffering greatly from the 
antagonism between the pro-Kukmin-bu group and the anti-Kukmin-bu group. With 
the influence of the August 1 Uprising reaching these areas at this time, 
revolutionary organizations were being destroyed en masse. 


Between Hailong and Qingyuan lived a schoolmate of mine from my Jilin days. 
He was a Chinese comrade who served in our unit in the early years of the guerrilla 
war and returned home after the expedition to south Manchuria. I thought that if I 
stayed at his house for a while the white terrorist outrages would lessen and I 
would survive the most dangerous period. 


The day I left Jilin, several female comrades saw me off at the station. They were 
finely dressed, like the daughters of a rich family, so I boarded the train without 
causing suspicion. The warlords did not think that gentlemen could possibly be 
involved in the communist movement. I caught my train at a station in the suburbs 
which was loosely guarded by the enemy instead of at Jilin station. On the train I 
unexpectedly met Zhang Wei-hua. 
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He said, “I am going to Shenyang to study. I went to Jilin to see you and talk 
with you about a path for the revolution, but the city was empty. My Korean friends 
had all hidden themselves and only soldiers, police and cat’s paws of the Japanese 
could be seen. I went there to see you but I could not. Having no friends, I am going 
to Shenyang.” In spite of my protests, he took me to a first-class carriage. He 
seemed to have guessed that I was concealing my identity to avoid the terrorist 
outrages. 


That day the police examined the passengers particularly closely. Shutting all the 
carriage doors, they checked the identity of each passenger as he boarded the train 
and even examined the belongings of some passengers. The ticket inspectors, too, 
were unusually careful in checking the tickets of the passengers. The aftermath of 
the August 1 Uprising had reached not only the cities and rural communities but also 
the trains. The police rudely examined the passengers but did not dare to approach 
Zhang Wei-hua who was wearing a good-quality Chinese robe. Because I was sitting 
beside him, I was not examined by the police either. The ticket inspector passed us 
by, without asking us to show our tickets. It was because of Zhang Wei-hua, and 
thanks to him I arrived safely at Hailong station. 


I had papers and secret documents about me. If the police had searched me, I 
would have been in danger. 


When I arrived at Hailong station, I saw an imposing array of policemen from the 
Japanese consulate standing on the platform and by the ticket gate. I sensed 
danger. 


I became nervous when I saw that the police at the station were Japanese. Chinese 
police and Japanese police were all alike, but if one was caught by the Japanese 
police, one could expect no mercy. When they arrested Korean revolutionaries in 
Manchuria, they escorted them to Korea or tried them at the court of the Guandong 
government-general and sent them to prison in Lushun, Dalian or Jilin. 


As I gazed steadily out of the window, at a loss what to do, Zhang Wei-hua invited 
me to go with him if I had no particularly urgent matter to attend to. He suggested 
that I meet his father and talk with him about his future. 


According to my initial plan I was to leave the train at Caoshi station and continue 
to my destination. I should have gone through five or six stations more to reach 
Caoshi station. If Zhang Wei-hua alighted from the train at Hailong station, there 
would be no one to protect me and I might be in danger. 


So I decided to accept his invitation. 


Zhang Wet-hua’s father was waiting for him at the station. On hearing that his son 
was coming to Hailong, he had come to meet him on his way back from Yingkou 
where he had been selling insam (ginseng), he said. A group of privately employed 
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soldiers with Mausers in wooden cases stuck through their belts brought a luxury 
carriage for us to ride in. Their appearance was imposing. Awe-struck, the police 
from the consulate did not dare to approach us. 


We rode proudly in the luxury carriage along the street in front of the station, 
escorted by the personal bodyguard. That day Zhang Wei-hua and I stayed at a 
luxury hotel where we rested well. 


Zhang Wei-hua posted sentries of his personal bodyguard. They threw a two and 
three-deep cordon around the hotel. 


His father said that he was glad to meet me again after such a long interval. He 
conducted me to a luxury room and treated me to a good meal. Whenever he had met 
me since the Fusong days he had treated me kindly. When his guests asked who I 
was he, by way of a joke, introduced me as his adopted son. 


At first he called me his adopted son as a joke, but later came to call me so in 
earnest. 


I had been on good terms with Zhang Wet-hua since we lived in Fusong, in the full 
knowledge that he was a rich man’s son. As a child I had the conception that 
landlords were exploiters, but this was no hindrance to my relations with Zhang 
Wei-hua. I was on close terms with him, since he was honest, conscientious and had 
a strong anti-Japanese feeling. He had helped me at a critical moment, at which I 
was greatly moved. If, as I would normally have done, I had given him a wide berth 
on the plea that he was a landlord’s son, he would not have protected me in the 
critical situation. 


Zhang Wei-hua, who could have lived in luxury all his life without taking part in the 
revolution or supporting it, helped me out of danger together with his father. He did 
so because he valued our friendship. 


Ever since I attended primary school in Fusong, Zhang Wet-hua had been on close 
terms with me, ignoring the fact that he was rich and I poor and that he was 
Chinese and I Korean. He showed a deep understanding for the sorrow of our people 
who were deprived of their country, sympathized with us and wholeheartedly 
supported our determination to liberate our country. He did so because he was a 
patriot who ardently loved his country and his nation. He saw the misfortune of the 
Chinese people in the misfortune of the Korean people. 


Though he was a rich man, Zhang Wei-hua’s father was a firm patriot who 
advocated national sovereignty and driving out the foreign forces. His patriotic spirit 
is reflected in the names of his sons. When his eldest son was bom, he named him 
Wei-zhong. The second character of his name was derived from the first character of 
“Zhong Hua Min Guo” (Republic of China). He named his second son Wei-hua, his 
third son Wei-min and would have named a fourth son Wei-guo, if one had been 
born. If these characters were added together, they made up the name of the 
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Republic of China. 


Then Zhang Wet-hua asked, “In spring or autumn next year the Japanese are likely 
to invade. What are you going to do then?” 


“If the Japanese invade, I am going to fight to repulse them. My idea is to wage an 
armed struggle,” I said. 


Zhang Wei-hua said that he, too, would fight, and wondered whether his parents 
would allow him to do so. 


So I said, “What is a home without a country? If you want to fight against the old 
society, you should make a revolution. There is no other way. Otherwise, what ts 
there to do except merely talk about communism as a public-spirited man and read 
books? These are the only two ways. So, you should carry out the revolution without 
asking your parents. This ts the way to serve China and save the Chinese people. 
There is no other way for you. You should make the revolution with the Chinese 
people. If the Japanese invade, both the Chinese and the Korean people will rise in 
the struggle.” 


Thus I implanted the anti-Japanese idea in his mind while I stayed at the hotel for 
two or three days. Having heard my advice he said that he, too, would make the 
revolution after leaving school. 


I said to him, “When I am in trouble, I might need your help again. Please give me 
your address in Shenyang.” After he had given me his address I asked him whether 
he could help me to reach my destination safely. 


He said he would do anything to help and protect me. With this he took me in his 
carriage to the house of a Chinese comrade on the border 
between Hailong County and Qingyuan County. 


The family of the man I called on was rich like Zhang Wei-hua’s. Among the 
pioneers of the Chinese revolution there were many such people. That is why l 
always consider the Chinese revolution to be a special one. Many intellectuals and 
rich people, together with the workers and peasants, took part in the revolutionary 
movement, the communist movement. 


When people from rich families discover contradictions that suppress a man’s 
independence and check social development, they may be ready to take part in the 
revolutionary movement to do away with those contradictions. That is why fighters 
and pioneers defending the interests of the working people are also produced from 
the propertied classes, I think. What ts important ts not one’s class origin but one’s 
world outlook. If a man regards life as enjoyment he cannot make the revolution and 
merely tries to live in clover. If a man prefers a life worthy of a man, he, even if he is 
rich, takes part in the revolution. 
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If such far-sighted people are given a wide berth in the class revolution, the 
revolution suffers a great loss. 


I stayed at the house of the Chinese comrade for several days. He treated me well 
as Zhang Wei-hua had done. Iam not sure now whether his surname was Wang or 
Wei. I had him search for Choe Chang Gol for a few days, but of no avail. Choe 
Chang Gol was said to have gone deep underground after the August 1 Uprising. 


I met a member of the Young Communist League in the neighbourhood of Caoshi 
and requested him to convey to Choe Chang Gol a letter asking him to restore the 
ruined organizations in the Hailong and Qingyuan areas as soon as possible and to 
push ahead with the preparations for an armed struggle. 


The few days I stayed at the house of the Chinese comrade, though I was treated 
as guest, were boring and painful for me. I was eager to throw myself into free and 
brisk activities, treading the earth as I liked even if my life was endangered. I had to 
disguise myself and start my political activities, but rash action was likely to bring 
trouble. It was difficult for me to return to Jilin again and it was not easy to take a 
train because the south Manchurian railways were managed by the Japanese. I 
wanted to go to Jiandao but I did not think that I would survive the wave of arrests 
of communists there. Nevertheless I thought I should go. I decided to go to 
east Manchuria by all means and there to prepare for the armed struggle. 


At Hailong I, together with a Chinese comrade, boarded a train bound 
for Jilin where I changed trains and headed for Jiaohe. In Jiaohe there were many 
organizations under our influence. Han Yong Ae, who had been on close terms with 
me since our Jilin days, and her uncle Han Kwang lived there. 


I intended to prepare a hiding place with their help to avoid the pursuit of the 
warlords and restore the organizations. I had decided that, if I met Han Yong Ae, I 
would establish contact with Harbin’s higher organizations under the International 
Young Communist League. 


Han Yong Ae had returned to Jiaohe after leaving school in Jilin early owing to the 
family’s circumstances towards the beginning of 1929, but continued to maintain 
contact with us. 


After thinking over whom I should visit, I called first on Jang Chol Ho who had been 
a company commander in the Independence Army. 


Having broken away from the upper echelons of the Independence Army after the 
formation of Kukmin-bu and left the service, he came to Jiaohe and became 
engrossed in running a rice mill. I called on him because he loved me dearly as my 
father’s friend and was a reliable patriot. I needed a temporary hiding place until I 
could meet the organization members. 


He was delighted to see me but did not invite me to hide at his home. As he seemed 
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to be overcome with fear, I did not tell him why I had called on him. I headed 
towards the house of Ri Jae Sun. When my father was alive, he had aided the 
independence champions well, while running an inn. He, too, welcomed me, but 
suggested that we part after treating me to a Chinese meal at a Chinese restaurant. 
I needed a hiding place more than a meal or two. He must have known why I had 
visited him but simply bade me goodbye without even inviting me to stay overnight 
at his home. He seemed to have considered the trouble that might befall him and 
abandoned his sense of duty and friendship as an old acquaintance. 


From this I learned a serious lesson. Father’s friends, too, counted for nothing 
without ideological cohesion. I drew the bitter lesson that the revolutionary struggle 
cannot be shared only by relying on friendship or sympathy. 


If an ideological mood and faith change, the sense of friendship and of humanity 
changes. If one of two people who had been on intimate terms with each other in the 
past, sharing joy and hardship, changes his mind, their friendship is impaired and 
they part. Friendship which was supposed to be invariable and eternal is impaired if 
one side degenerates ideologically. Later in the course of the protracted revolutionary 
struggle I learned the lesson that without holding fast to an idea it is impossible to 
maintain a sense of duty as a friend and friendly relations. After parting from Ri Jae 
Sun, I headed for Han Kwang’s house. I thought that Han Kwang might have hidden 
himself somewhere but that Han Yong Ae might be at home, being a woman, and I 
entertained the hope that if she understood my situation she would help me, even at 
the risk of her life. 


But neither Han Kwang nor Han Yong Ae was at home. When I asked their next- 
door neighbour where they were, she told me that she did not know. As all the 
young Koreans who were supposed to be engaged in the movement had hidden, I 
had no one to call on. 


In the meantime someone must have informed on me to the police. There were 
policemen on my heels. I thought I was caught and despaired of my situation, but 
the woman living next door to Han Kwang saved me from the danger. She said to 
me, “You seem to be in danger, though I don’t know who you are. Be quick and go 
into the kitchen.” Quickly she put on my back the baby she was carrying on hers. 
She said, “I will answer the door. Sit quietly and tend the fire.” It seemed that I 
looked old enough to be disguised as the baby’s father. 


With the baby on my back, I tended the kitchen fire with a poker as she had told 
me to. While engaged in the revolution, I faced critical moments and danger many 
times, but I had never been in such a situation before. 


The police opened the kitchen door and asked her, “A young man just came this 
way. Where has he gone?” 


The woman replied with composure, “What kind of young man? No one has come to 
my house.” Then she said in Chinese in a casual manner, “There is no one inside. 
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Please come in and have a meal if you like.” The baby on my back cried incessantly, 
as it was shy of me. I wanted to soothe the baby but could do nothing, fearing that 
an awkward act on my part might reveal my identity, so I merely stoked the fire with 
the poker. 


The police talked among themselves, wondering where I had gone and whether 
they had missed me, before heading for another house. 


After they had gone the woman said with a smile, “Please act as if you are my 
husband until the police leave the village. My husband is out in the field. I will call 
him home. Stay here and don’t worry. When he comes back, let’s discuss what we 
should do.” After inviting me to a meal, she went to the field and later returned. 


After a while the police came back and shouted at me to come out as they wanted 
to send me on an errand. She said calmly, “How can this sick man run an errand? If 
you have some urgent errand, I will do it in his place.” Then she went on the errand 
in my place. 


Thus, with her help I escaped from the critical situation. Though she was a simple 
country woman, she was possessed of both wit and wisdom. She also had a fairly 
high degree of revolutionary awareness. 


I recewed an unforgettable impression from this woman whom I did not know. 
Instead of my father’s friends whom I had visited, counting on our friendly relations 
of the past, it was this strange woman who had helped me at the risk of her life. Out 
of a pure desire to aid a revolutionary she had helped me out of danger with a self- 
sacrificing spirit. A person reveals his true worth in adversity. 


An unstained and sound sense of duty as a comrade to which revolutionaries could 
entrust their lives without hesitation was found among the working people. So, I 
always told my comrades-in-arms to go to the people when difficulties arose while 
making the revolution. I told them to call on the people when they were hungry or 
thirsty and when misfortune befell them. 


She was a good woman. If she is alive, even now I would like to bow before her. 
That winter in Wujiazi the commanding officers of the Korean Revolutionary Army 
and the leaders of underground organizations active in Manchuria held a meeting 
at which I spoke about the woman. 


Having heard my story, the comrades there said, “Comrade Song Ju, you’re lucky. 
You were born under a lucky star, so heaven helped you.” 


It was not because I had good luck that the warlords failed to catch me but because 
the people were good. I think that the people are precisely Heaven and the people’s 
will is Heaven’s will, I said. From then on the words “Madam Jiaohe” were used as 
words symbolizing our resourceful, self-sacrificing people, words symbolizing the 
women who make it a rule to help revolutionaries out of their difficulties, even at the 
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risk of their lives. 


Even now when I recall the bloody summer of 1930 under the scorching sun, I think 
of Jiaohe and picture “Madam Jiaohe.” When I recall the woman whose 
whereabouts I failed to discover although I inquired after her for decades, I am 
seized with remorse for having left Jiaohe 60 years ago without asking her name. 


If I had leamt her name I could have placed an advertisement in the newspapers. 


Since liberation many of my benefactors have called on me. Some of them appeared 
before me as grey-haired men and women half a century after parting from me ina 
foreign country. Many of my benefactors who helped me in adversity met me and 
returned to the liberated homeland where they received words of gratitude from me. 


But “Madam Jiaohe” did not appear. She might have forgotten the dramatic event 
in the summer of 1930, regarding it as an ordinary matter. 


My benefactor of 60 years ago still remains unknown, leaving no news or trace. 
The better the jade, the deeper it lies underground. 


Only when her husband returned from the field, did she take her baby from me. 
What happened that day is like a detective story. 


I could not give them my real name, so I gave her a pseudonym. Introducing myself 
as a revolutionary, I exchanged greetings with the husband. 


He had been engaged in the revolution but was unsure what to do, having lost 
contact with the organization, he said. He warned me against the secret agent living 
in the house opposite his. According to him, Han Kwang had fled to 
north Manchuria and Han Yong Ae always concealed her identity because of the 
harsh suppression, and it would be difficult for me to meet her. 


When I heard his story, gloomy thoughts came to my mind. With a secret agent 
living opposite, I could not stay at his house. It would have been better for me to 
observe the situation, while hiding in his house, and then go to Dunhua again, but 
Dunhua was searched closely because it served as a base for the Japanese, and the 
headquarters of the Tuesday group of the communist party was situated there. Most 
of the Koreans there, except the women, had been arrested immediately after the 
May 30 Uprising. The question was whether it was possible to gain a foothold in that 
place. 


After it grew dark the husband conducted me to a secluded straw-thatched cottage 
some six kilometres from Jiaohe. The elderly master and mistress of the house 
were very kind to me. 


That night I was once again clearly aware that we revolutionaries always could 
believe in and depend on the people alone. 
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I lay down but could not sleep; various thoughts came to my mind—I had met none 
of those I wanted to meet and wasted several days; what a shame! At such a time 
one should not be on the defensive but brave adversity: If we remain on the 
defensive, we shall be finished: 


We must act: It will not do to go about by stealth. I decided that I should escape the 
critical situation and go to east Manchuria to activate the revolution. 


At early dawn Han Yong Ae unexpectedly came to the cottage. On hearing that I 
was coming to east Manchuria, Han Yong Ae had asked her mother, when she was 
leaving home to go into hiding, to send word to her if a man with a dimple on his 
right cheek should come. We were meeting after a year’s separation. We were so 
glad to see each other after all our difficulties that we gazed at each other without a 
word for a while. Her face had become terribly thin beyond recognition in only a 
year, and she was not so cheerful; previously once she burst out laughing she split 
her sides. 


According to her, the atmosphere in Jiandao, too, was terrible. I said to her, “It will 
not do to remain in hiding like this. We should by all means conduct the movement. 
The Japanese will soon invade. We should not stand by with folded arms but rise 
and prepare to fight them, shouldn’t weP We should restore the organizations as 
soon as possible and awaken the people ideologically. We should not remain in 
hiding out of fear, should we?” 


She was of the same opinion and, on hearing what I said, was encouraged. 


I said, “We can do nothing by sitting here where there is no one. Let’s go to Harbin. 
I will contact the organization for you.” 


Han Yong Ae was delighted at this, for she had been unsure what to do, having 
lost contact with the organization. 


I had sent Kim Hyok to Harbin to establish contact with the Comintern, but I 
decided that I should go there immediately and meet the people from the Comintern 
before he returned to report to me the results of his work. The utter wreckage of the 
organizations because of the revolt and the cities and rural communities where there 
was a terrible atmosphere, as if they were under martial law, made me realize once 
again the great harm done by the Left adventurists to the revolution. I became 
clearly aware that, if the aftereffects were not removed, our revolution would 
inevitably suffer a great loss from the beginning of the 1930s. 


A theoretical argument alone could not prevent the factionalists and flunkeyists 
and the Left adventurists from acting rashly. They would not willingly accept our 
arguments which were reasonable and beneficial to the revolution. They did not 
want to understand our view. The outbreak of the August 1 Uprising which caused 
us a great deal of concern in the wake of the May 30 Uprising meant that they 
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entirely ignored the view we offered at the meeting of party organizations in the area 
east of Jilin. 


It was necessary to get help from the Comintern in order to check the Left 
adventurism which was being committed without restraint in Manchuria. 


I wanted to learn the Comintern’s view on the revolt and confirm whether it had 
been launched on the orders of the Comintern or whether it was a rash act 
undertaken by some people arbitrarily. Even if the Comintern had given the orders, I 
wanted to prevent the spread of adventurism, although it would mean controversy. 


We decided to go by train, but disguised as Chinese, for the enemy’s control was 
strict. 


Han Yong Ae spent the whole day going about the Jiaohe area to get good clothes 
and shoes for us to wear, as well as our travelling expenses. We also put some 
cosmetics in the trunk to allay the suspicions of the army and police. With her help I 
got safely to Harbin. 


At the liaison office of the Comintern at the approach to Xiangfu 
Street near Harbin pier, I met a man and introduced Han Yong Ae to him. I 
informed him of the situation created by the May 30 Uprising and August 1 Uprising 
in Manchuria and of the Kalun Meeting. 


The liaison office of the Comintern, too, called the two revolts adventurous. The man 
I met in the liaison office told me that in his view the resolutions we had adopted at 
the Kalun Meeting were appropriate for the situation in Korea and agreed with the 
principle of the revolution, saying that our creative attitude towards Marxism- 
Leninism was encouraging. He went on to say that in putting forward the new policy 
of founding a party at the Kalun Meeting and forming the Society for Rallying 
Comrades, the parent body, as the basic party organization we had not been in 
conflict with the principle of one party in one country. 


Thus I received the Comintern’s unreserved support for the principle of 
independence and the creative principle which were the lifeblood of our revolution, 
and for all the lines we had advanced. 


Then the people from the Comintern asked me whether I would like to study at its 
communist college in Moscow. 


I knew about the college in Moscow and that our young people who aspired after 
communism studied there on the recommendation of the Korean Communist Party. 
Jo Pong Am, Pak Hon Yong, Kim Yong born and others were attending the college. In 
those days the young people of Manchuria had so strong a yearning to study 
in Moscow that they even sang the Song of Study in Moscow. 


I did not want to be alienated from revolutionary practice, so I replied, “I want to go 
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and study, but at the moment I am in no position to do so.” 


When I met the Rev. Moon Ik Hwan in 1989 and mentioned the story about Harbin, 
he said that around that time his father had been engaged in sending students 
selected by the Comintern to the Soviet Union. 


The Comintern appointed me to the post of chief secretary of the Young Communist 
League in the eastern region of Jilin Province. 


Through the liaison office of the Comintern I learned that Kim Hyok had thrown 
himself from the third storey of a house and had been taken to prison. 


Han Yong Ae and I were gloomy during our stay in Harbin because of Kim Hyok’s 
arrest. Pained by the shackling of Kim Hyok we once even went to stand in front of 
the house in Daoli from which he was said to have thrown himself. 


There was a lot of tasty food in the shops and restaurants in Daoll, but they were 
beyond our means. 


The Comintern gave us 15 fen a day as expenses, but 15 fen was far from 
enough for living in Harbin. Revolutionaries could not stay at ordinary hotels 
because rigid control was enforced over lodgers. All the hotels were frequented by 
the police and requested identity papers from lodgers, except the hotel run by white 
Russians. This hotel’s charges for board and lodging were very high. It was a luxury 
hotel which was accessible only to rich men and not to people like us. After careful 
consideration I decided to stay at the safe luxury hotel even if it meant eating only 
one meal a day. I persuaded Han Yong Ae to stay at an ordinary hotel where 
control over female guests was lax. I discovered the interior of the luxury hotel to be 
splendid. The hotel was furnished with a shop, a dining hall, an amusement hall, a 
dance hall and a cinema. 


While I stayed at the luxury hotel I experienced many difficulties because I had no 
money. The first day I entered the hotel a Russian female attendant accompanied 
me to my room and offered to attend to my nails. I said I had already done it, for I 
had no money to pay her. Another attendant came in after her and asked what I 
wanted to order for my meal. I was obliged to say that I had already eaten at my 
friend’s house. Although I was harassed every day like this, I only slept at the hotel 
without taking meals there, having no money. As for my meals, Han Yong Ae and I 
went out to the street after finishing our day’s business and bought a cheap maize 
pancake or two. 


I related this story to Liu Shao-qi when he visited our country. He said, “I, too, was 
in Harbin that year. Among the party members there was no one Chinese, but there 
were several Korean communists.” He asked whether I had contacted the Comintern 
at that time. In view of the dates, it seems that I went to Harbin and met the people 
of the Comintern immediately after he had left, having conducted his activities there. 
I gave Han Yong Ae the assignment of searching for the dispersed organization 
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members. 


Han Yong Ae established contact with a certain Han who had served in a branch of 
the Young Communist League in Harbin and with whom she had been in contact 
since the Jilin days. Through him she discovered the organization members in 
hiding one by one and explained to them the line of the Kalun Meeting. 


I went to the railways and harbour where Kim Hyok had been active and met the 
workers who were under the influence of the revolutionary organizations. Thus I 
restored the underground organizations in Harbin and established contact with 
some comrades before departing alone for Dunhua, leaving Han Yong Ae behind. 1 
was very pressed for time and parted from her without expressing my gratitude 
properly. When I left, Han Yong Ae asked me to take her with me. But as the 
comrades in Harbin had entreated me to leave her there, I could not agree to her 
request. After going to east Manchuria, the matter always weighed on my mind. 
Since the rules of underground activity did not allow correspondence we did not hear 
from each other. 


A long time later I learned what had happened to Han Yong Ae, from material 
gathered by people from the Party History Institute. 


When I left for Dunhua, I left behind me a letter addressed to the revolutionary 
organizations in Harbin. Han Yong Ae was arrested by me police in the autumn of 
1930, while carrying out the assignments I had given the comrades in Harbin in 
the letter. An ordinary woman would have returned to Jiaohe, simply because of 
homesickness, but she remained in Harbin and carried out the assignments I had 
given her, forgetting even to sleep. Though quiet and gentle, she acted tenaciously 
and boldly once she was engaged in revolutionary work. 


Immediately after her arrest she was sent to Sinuyu prison where she served her 
term of imprisonment. At the time Ri Jong Rak, Pak Cha Sok and others involved in 
the DIU were also thrown into prison. She and Ri Jong Rak were in the same 
prison. 


When Ri Jong Rak met Han Yong Ae, he said to her, “I was on good terms with Kim 

Song Ju and you were led by him. Why don’t you join me in persuading him to 
return to an allegiance? If you want, you can join our ‘submission work team.” 
Han Yong Ae reproached him to his face. She said, “That will not do. How can we 
commit such a filthy betrayal, even though we cannot help Kim Song Ju? If Iam in 
no position to make the revolution after my release from prison, I may not take part 
in it. But I will not betray him.” 


Ri Jong Rak admitted this in the winter of 1938 when he appeared at the meeting 
we held in Nanpaizi, where he tried to persuade me to give my “submission.” 
That was how I learned about Han Yong Ae, from whom I had not heard, and how 
she had remained faithful to the revolutionary principle despite being put to harsh 
torture in prison. On being thrown into prison Ri Jong Rak, Pak Cha Sok and other 
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men signed a written declaration of their conversion, but Han Yong Ae, a woman, 
endured the hardship bravely. 


After the “Hyesan incident”™!3 revolutionaries were arrested en masse everywhere 
and some of those who had taken the path of struggle became traitors, causing great 
damage to the revolution. So the news of her greatly moved and encouraged me. 


Han Yong Ae worked as a shoemaker at the rubber factory in Dan-dong, China. 
At the factory she disseminated among the Korean workers the revolutionary songs 
of the Jilin days and put forward different demands in defence of the workers’ 
rights and interests. She worked energetically to rouse them to the struggle to 
implement them. 


Later she went to Seoul, where she passed several more years at the house of Mr. 
Hong Myong Hut’s son. 


She married belatedly, having tried to go to Manchuria again to seek an 
organization. She buried herself in her family life, but did not abandon her 
conscience and the principle she had adhered to in the years when she had worked 
to make the revolution with us. When we, arms in hand, beat the enemy in the Mt. 
Paektu area she, hearing the news in Seoul, prayed inwardly for our victory, calling 
her comrades of the Jilin days by their name one by one, so I am told. 


Her husband was engaged in underground work, being a member of the Workers’ 
Party of South Korea after liberation, and was murdered by the enemy during the 
retreat in the Korean war. 


During the war Han Yong Ae was a great help at the front, taking charge of a 
women’s organization in the Seoul area. After her husband’s death she came 
to Pyongyang with her children to see me. But she could not meet me and, on the 
night of the 14th of August 1951, she and her two children were tragically killed in 
an enemy bombing raid. 


Han Yong Ae led an honourable life to her dying day. She lived her whole life with 
the spirit of the Jilin days. When singing, she sang the songs of the Jilin days. 
Revolutionaries, even on a solitary island, should, like Han Yong Ae, not lose faith or 
abandon their conscience. 


Han Yong Ae, too, was a benefactor I have never forgotten. She was a kind woman 
who called on me in adversity and helped me, at great personal risk. 
I inquired after Han Yong Ae’s whereabouts in the homeland after liberation, but she 
was not in the northern half of the country. 


I had not met her again before liberation as I was engaged in the anti-Japanese 
war. But still vivid in my memory is the way she went about in the sweltering heat 
to obtain Chinese clothes for my disguise, the way she protected me, deftly 
overcoming crises when the police examined the passengers on the train, and the 
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way she dwided a piece of a pancake into two and quietly placed one half before 
me. 

All the services she did me were the result of a pure, unselfish comradeship 
transcending feelings of love. 


I deeply regret that she was killed in Pyongyang in the bombing without seeing 
me. 


Fortunately a photograph of her in her younger days which survived miraculously 
came into my hands. When I think of my late benefactors, I admire her noble spirit 
which left a deep impression on me in my youth and express my heartfelt gratitude 
to her, as I gaze at her photograph.
